Stop  at  a  cross-walk  to  discharge 
or  take  on  passengers. 

Try  to  force  your  way.

Fail  to  signal  the  Traffic  Squad 
Officer  the  direction  you  wish  to  go. 

Run  in  car  tracks  on  a  wet  day;  it 
throws  mud  and  water  on  the  uni- 
forms of  the  policemen.

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ARTICLE  I.     Name. 

The  Club  shall  be  known  as  "The 
Automobile   Club   of  Hartford." 

ARTICLE  II.     Object. 

The  object  of  the  Club  shall  be  to 
promote  the  uses  of  the  automobile, 
to  better  the  conditions  of  its  use, 
and   to    protect   the   interests    of   its 

users. 

ARTICLE  III.     Membership 

The  membership  shall  comprise 
two  classes,  as  follows: 

(a)  Active  members. 

(b)  Honorary  members. 

ARTICLE  IV.     Officers. 

The  Officers  of  the  Club  shall  be  a 
President,  a  Vice-President,  a 
Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  V.     Government. 

The  general  management  and  con- 
trol of  the  affairs,  funds  and  property 
of  the  Club  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Governing  Board  consisting  of  the 
four  Officers  and  the  Chairmen  of  the 
Committees  named  in  Article  VI.

ARTICLE  VI.  Committees. 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  five  Stand- 
ing Committees,  the  Chairmen  of 
which  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting,  composed  of  at  least  three 
active  members  each;  and  known  as 
follows : 

(a)  House  and  Entertainment 
Committee. 

(b)  Membership  Committee. 

(c)  Contest  Committee. 

(d)  Committee  on  Rights  and 
Privileges. 

(e)  Good  Roads  and  Sign  Roads 
Committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  be  ex- 
officio  a  member  of  all  Committees. 

ARTICLE  VII.     Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of 
the  Club  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  January  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  All  other  meetings  of  the 
Club  shall  be  special  meetings,  at 
which  business  of  any  nature  may  be 
transacted. 

Sec.  3.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Club 
shall  begin  on  January  1st  of  each 
year. 

ARTICLE  VIII.     Amendments. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  active 
members  present  at  any  meeting, 
provided  such  amendments  shall  have 
been    submitted    to    the    Governing 
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Board  in  writing  at  least  one  week 
prior  to  the  meeting  at  which  action 
thereon  is  to  be  taken  and  such 
proposed  amendment  shall  be 
included  in  the  notice  of  the  meeting 
sent  to  members  of  the  Club.

ARTICLE  I.  Elections. 
The  Officers  and  Chairmen  of  the 
Standing  Committees  shall  be  elected 
at  the  annual  meeting  and  shall  hold 
offices  until  the  next  annual  meeting 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  have  qualified. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Duties   of   the   President   and 

Vice-President. 
The  President  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Club  and  of  the 
Governing  Board,  and  shall  approve 
such  disbursements  by  the  Treasurer 
as  he  shall  deem  proper.  The  Vice- 
President  shall  perform  the  duties  of 
the  President  in  his  absence. 

ARTICLE  III. 
Duties  of  the  Secretary. 
The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  meetings  of  the  Club  and  of  the 
Governing  Board,  he  shall  send  all 
notices  required  by  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  are  generally  incident  to  his 
office. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 
Duties  of  the  Treasurer. 
The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all 
moneys  due  the  Club  and  deposit 
the  same  in  a  bank  or  trust  company; 
he  shall  keep  regular  accounts  and 
report  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Club  to  the  Governing  Board  when- 
ever requested;  he  shall  make  a 
detailed  report  at  the  annual  meeting, 
the  same  having  been  previously 
presented  to  the  Governing  Board 
for  audit,  and  a  printed  copy  of  such 
report  shall  be  sent  to  each  member 
of  the  Club  by  the  Secretary  with  the 
notice  of  such  annual  meeting.  He 
shall  disburse  the  funds  of  the  Club 
only  upon  order  of  the  President  or 
in  his  absence  of  the  Vice-President. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Duties  of  the  Governing  Board 
Section  1.  A  regular  meeting  of  the 
Governing  Board  shall  be  held  within 
one  week  after  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Club.  At  this  meeting  the 
Board  shall  appoint  the  remaining 
members  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tees, these  appointees  to  serve  for 
one  year. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Governing 
Board  shall  be  held  on  the  call  of  the 
President.  Five  members  of  the 
Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  The  Governing  Board 
shall  have  power: 
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1st.  To  appoint  such  additional 
committees  as  may  be  con- 
sidered necessary. 

2nd.  To  appoint  a  clerk  or  assis- 
tant to  the  Secretary,  to  define 
his  duties  and  fix  his  compensa- 
tion. 

3rd.  To  elect  members  as  herein- 
after provided. 

4th.  To  make  and  enforce  suitable 
rules  for  the  general  govern- 
ment and  control  of  the  Club. 

5th.  To  fill  all  vacancies. 

6th.  To  provide  for  a  proper  audit 
of  the  accounts  of  the  Treas- 
urer. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Duties  of  the  Committees. 

Section  1.  The  membership  Com- 
mittee shall  endeavor  to  increase  the 
membership  of  the  Club,  it  shall 
investigate  the  character  of  all  appli- 
cants for  membership  in  the  Club, 
such  applications  being  first  referred 
to  this  committee,  and  report  on 
same  to  the  Governing  Board. 

Sec.  2.  The  House  and  Enter- 
tainment Committee  shall  have 
charge  of  any  quarters  provided  for 
the  Club  and  shall  maintain  the  same 
within  the  appropriation  made  for 
this  purpose  by  the  Governing 
Board.     It   shall    arrange    and    have 
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charge  of  all  special  meetings  of  the 
Club  and  Entertainments. 

Sec.  3.  The  Contest  Committee 
shall  have  charge  of  all  contests  con- 
ducted by  the  Club. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Rights 
and  Privileges  shall  have  charge  of 
all  alleged  infringements  of  the  legal 
rights  or  privileges  of  the  Club  or 
its  members,  and  shall  advocate  and 
endeavor  to  obtain  proper  privileges 
and  protection  of  the  members  in  the 
use  of  the  highways  and  parkways. 

Sec.  5.  The  Good  Roads  and  Sign 
Boards  Committee  shall  endeavor  to 
secure  information  for  the  benefit  of 
the  members  regarding  the  condition 
of  the  roads  in  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut available  for  touring.  This  Com- 
mittee shall  be  prepared  and 
empowered  to  advocate  in  the  name  of 
the  Club,  the  cause  of  good  roads  in 
the  State  before  properly  authorized 
bodies  or  officials  whenever  advis- 
able, and  to  urge  the  improvement 
of  such  roads  or  streets  as  particularly 
need  attention.  This  Committee 
shall  do  all  in  its  power  to  create 
interest  and  enthusiasm  for  the  build- 
ing and  maintaining  of  good  roads 
throughout  the  State,  and  shall 
endeavor  to  secure  and  maintajift 
suitable  signs  and  guide  posts  on  ^1J 
automobile  roads  in  the  vicinity  pi: 
Hartford.     It  shall  have,  the  authpr- 
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ity  to  act  for  the  Club  with  other 
organizations  and  with  city  and  town 
authorities  to  accomplish  proper 
posting  of  roads,  including  particularly 
the  placing  of  warning  signs  as 
dangerous  points. 

Sec.  6.  No  standing  or  special 
committee  shall  incur  any  indebted- 
ness in  the  name  of  the  Club  of  any 
amount  exceeding  Twenty-five  Dol- 
lars, ($25.00)  without  the  previous 
approval  of  the  Governing  Board. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Meetings  of  the  Club. 

Section  1.  A  written  or  printed 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hold- 
ing the  annual  meeting  shall  be 
addressed  to  each  member  by  the 
Secretary  not  less  than  five  days 
before  such  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  may  be 
held  at  any  time  upon  the  call  of  the 
President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice- 
President,  and  shall  be  called  upon 
the  written  request  of  five  active 
members,  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  such  meeting  to  be  sent  to  each 
member  by  the  Secretary,  at  least 
twenty-four  hours  before  such  meet- 
ing is  to  be  held. 

Sec.  3.  Nine  active  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Club,  and  a  less  number  than  a 
quorum  shall  be  qualified  to  organize 
and  adjourn  to  a  fixed  date. 
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Sec.  4.  At  any  meeting  of  the 
Club,  held  at  least  thirty  days  prior 
to  the  annual  meeting  a  nominating 
committee  of  five  (5)  members,  not 
officers,  shall  be  chosen  to  present 
nominations  for  officers  and  chairmen 
of  the  standing  committees,  to  be 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting.  The 
Committee  shall  post  such  nomina- 
tions in  the  Club  rooms  at  least  one 
week  prior  to  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  order  of  business  at 
meetings  of  the  Club  shall  be: 

(1)  Reading  of  the  Minutes. 

(2)  Reports  of  Officers. 

(3)  Reports  of  Committees. 

(4)  Unfinished  Business. 

(5)  Election  of  Officers. 

(6)  New  Business. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Membership  and  Dues. 

Section  1.  Active  members  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Governing  Board  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Membership 
Committee. 

Each  application  for  membership 
shall  be  proposed  and  seconded  by 
members  in  good  standing. 

Sec.  2.  Four  adverse  votes  in  the 
Governing  Board  shall  operate  as  a 
rejection  of  an  applicant,  but  his 
name  may  be  again  presented. 
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Sec.  3.  Honorary  members  shall 
be  elected  only  by  the  Club ;  they  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  all 
dues,  but  shall  have  no  right  to  vote 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  4.  The  dues  for  active  mem- 
bers shall  be  Ten  ($10.00)  Dollars 
payable  on  the  first  day  of  January 
in  each  year.  Members  elected  after 
the  first  day  of  August  in  any  year 
shall  pay  one-half  the  regular  dues 
for  the  balance  of  the  current  year, 
and  any  person  who  shall  make 
application  after  the  first  day  of 
November  in  any  year,  their  dues 
shall  be  considered  to  apply  on  the 
year  beginning  with  the  first  day  of 
January  following  the  date  of  such 
application. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  whose  dues 
remain  unpaid  for  a  period  of  sixty 
days  after  the  same  are  due  and 
payable,  may  be  dropped  from  the 
roll  of  the  Club  by  vote  of  the  Govern- 
ing Board. 

Sec.  6.  Any  member  may  be  sus- 
pended or  expelled  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  Governing  Board  after  a 
reasonable  opportunity  to  appear 
before  and  be  heard  by  said  Board 
has  been  given  to  the  member. 

Sec.  7.  Any  member,  not  in 
arrears  for  dues,  may  resign  his 
membership  by  notifying  the  Secre- 
tary in  writing,  who  shall  report  such 
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resignation  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Governing  Board. 

ARTICLE  IX.     Amendments. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  mem- 
bers present  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Club.
